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It’s compromise, 
not selling out 


Here’s a stat that will make you shudder: If you break down the US. 
national debt by citizen, each one of us is responsible for roughly 
$48,000. 

We've all seen the headlines warning of a debt doomsday and 
wondered, “What does this have to do with me?” The answer is more 
than many of us may think as Washington wrestles with the question 
of whether to raise the nation’s legal borrowing limit, or debt ceiling, to 
pay its bills. 

The prolorged economic slump has been hard. Those of us out of a 
job certainly feel it. There are plenty of us who were forced to switch 
careers or take a lower-paying job just to stay afloat. And how many of 
us have put off buying that house or car indefinitely? 

So who’s up for risking a loan default and to score political points, 
potentially pushing interest rates higher and undermining the value of 
the dollar? I didn’t think so, but apparently our elected officials are even 
worse at confict resolution than the NFL. 

When you strip out all the theatrics and dramatic language being 
used in these talks, the bottom line that’s holding up a deal on raising 
the debt ceiling is taxes. Republicans won't raise it with them; Demo- 
crats won't ra:se it without them. 

While ABC, NBC, CBS and Gallup polls show the clear majority of 
Americans are in favor of compromise to settle the issue, that seems 
to be a toxic word in the highly polarized climate of Washington today. 
When “The Daily Show” is the only winner in a political scrum, you 
know we’re in trouble. At this point, isn’t the bigger question: Why are 
we still having this debate? 

Both parties need to grow up and do what’s best for the country— 
find the common ground to avert a partial government shutdown in a 
country that already is struggling to recover. (For the record, I endorse 
a bipartisan plan on the table that closes corporate tax loopholes and 
eliminates subsidies in exchange for lowering income and corporate tax 
rates across the board.) 

When did compromise become such a bad thing? This country’s 
had divided governments before, but both parties could always come 
together in the end to strike common-sense deals for the greater good. 
But today, we're electing more extremists than ever because we allow 
primaries to purge both parties of any moderates they have left. The 
24/7 media cycle makes any politician afraid to be the first one to meet 
the other side halfway lest he or she be accused of “selling out” by the 
pundits. 

The fringes of the ideological spectrum do not represent the major 
ity of Americans’ interests. The majority of us just want a well-paying 
job. If the politics have gotten so bad that we can’t even put aside their 
differences to accomplish that, then we're in real trouble. 

And on top of all that, we still have $48,000 hanging over our heads. 
What are you waiting for, Washington? Back to work!

Wal-Mart Express set to open Wednesday on the South Side

The nation’s first urban Wal-Mart Express 
store is slated to open Wednesday on the 
South Side, part of a highly anticipated test 
the company hopes will help turn around a 
two-year U.S. sales slump. 

The world’s largest retailer, best known for 
its football field-size super centers, plans to 
roll out 15 Wal-Mart Express stores this year 
in three test markets: Chicago, Richfield, 
N.C., and the discount chain’s home state of 
Arkansas. The small stores, typically 10,000 
to 15,000 square feet, are one-tenth the size 
of a standard Wal-Mart super center and car- 
ry fresh groceries, pharmacy and health and 
beauty aids. 


The new convenience format is aimed at 
staving off the rise of dollar stores, which 
thrived during the recession and continue to 
draw customers away from Wal-Mart stores, 
analysts said. The Bentonville, Ark.-based 
company has had to rely on overseas stores to 
fuel revenue growth as same-stores sales at its 
US. stores, its biggest division, have slipped 
for eight consecutive quarters. 

“This is Wal-Mart going on the offensive,” 
said Jim Hertel, managing partner at Willard 
Bishop, a Barrington-based grocery store con- 
sulting firm. “They’re using these little stores 
as a way to combat the pesky little competi- 
tors that are opening up everywhere.” 

Wal-Mart plans to open five stores in each 


test market. The company already has signed 
leases for four of the five Chicago locations. 
The first store, opening Wednesday, is on the 
outskirts of Chatham Market, a shopping cen- 
ter at 83rd Street and Stewart Avenue on the 
South Side. 

A Wal-Mart super center, slated to open 
next year, also is under construction at Cha- 
tham Market. 

The other Chicago Express locations are at 
Broadway and Addison streets in Wrigleyville, 
scheduled to open later this year; at South 
Western Avenue and West 71st Street, slated 
to open early next year; and at Chicago Av- 
enue and Franklin Street, scheduled to open 
in the spring.

Blago wants a do-over

Former Gov. Rod Blagojevich, convicted 
last month of wire fraud, bribery, attempted 
extortion and conspiracy in his second fed- 
eral public corruption trial, filed a motion late 
Monday for another retrial, citing numerous 
instances of alleged judicial bias and error that 
helped the prosecution “strip away the effec- 
tive aspects of the defense case.” 

“Virtually every error in this trial stemmed 
from the fact that this Court deprived Blago- 
jevich of the presumption of innocence and 
exhibited bias against the defense,” the mo- 
tion asserted. “The Court formed a closed 
mind to the evidence and made findings of 
fact.” 


The motion said that “the government did 
not only benefit from the first trial, it used 
every opportunity to strip away the effec- 
tive aspects of the defense case. ... The Court 
rubber-stamped the government’s requests.” 

The litany of criticisms in the 158-page 
document touched on everything from jury 
selection to Blagojevich’s attorneys’ long-held 
argument that more of the secretly-recorded 
phone calls that were at the heart of the gov- 
ernment case should be played. 

The motion also noted that US. District 
Judge James Zagel ruled against Blagojevich 
at nearly every turn. 

The government is expected to respond to 
the motion next month.

G WASHINGTON Congressional offices 
opened Tuesday to a deluge of feed- 
back from constituents, after President 
Obama used a prime-time speech to urge 
the public to make their voices heard on 
the debt ceiling debate.

Foot odor never 
smelled so good 


[4 Researchers in Tanzania have chemically 
reproduced the stench of smelly feet in an 
innovative new approach to combat the spread 
of malaria in the country. 

The scientific team at Tanzania’s Ifakara 
Health Institute has developed a potent serum 
—similar to that of human foot odor—to lure 
and kill mosquitoes, which can carry malaria and 
other diseases. 

Four times more powerful in attracting mos- 
quitoes than natural human odor, the synthetic 
smell now is being used in a pioneering research 
program aimed at killing mosquitoes outdoors 
using a “mosquito landing box.” 

Mosquitoes are lured inside the boxes by the 
synthetic odor, which is dispersed by a solar- 
powered fan. 

Once inside, the insects are either trapped or 
poisoned and left to die.

The Bears started moving fast and furiously 
on the 2011 season Tuesday morning, but at 
the end of the day the only thing they had 
announced was the addition of 26 undrafted 
college free agents. 

For the most part it was a lot of phone 
calls and a little bit of action leaguewide 
as team executives and agents alike got a 
feel for the new system.

drinks and even more great views, thanks to new additions such 
as oh-so-chic Studio Paris in River North, the laid-back deck at 
Gene’s Sausage Shop in Lincoln Square and the reopened garden 
terrace at Nomi Kitchen. But where do they rate among the 
already established rooftop bars? 

With more than 20 rooftop bars to choose from (see box), we 
set out to visit a cross-section of new and old, downtown and 
neighborhoody, sporty and sophisticated. Taking the vibe, crowd 
and prices into account, we rated 12 rooftop hangouts on a scene 
scale, from a verrry low key 1 (as in sweats and bedhead wouldn't 
turn heads) to an action-packed 10 (break out the stilettos and 
pony up for bottle service). See which best fit your style.
